American Steel Foundries’ fire returns 


The furnace was tipped at 11:20 a.m. 
and, in a shower of sparks, the stream 
of molten steel flowed into the bucket. 

A. little less than two minutes later 
the furnace was empty and the bucket 
of molten steel was on its way. It was 
cast into pigs — pigs that will go back 
into the furnace when the day comes for 
real castings to be made: j :

If market conditions are right, the 
foundry is scheduled to reopen early 
next year. Worker crews, mostly main- 
tenance, have been unmothballing the 
foundry’ since July. 

When the foundry closed in 1982 it 
was in the process of a $14 million 
upgrade of its casting line. It has been 
restarted and, Majewski said, is well 
under way.

“‘U2: Rattle and Hum” was 
filmed during that group’s 
American tour in 1987. There- 
fore, the movie also attempts a 
kind of group psychoanalysis by 
travelogue as U2 is ‘shown 
recording in New York City’s 
Harlem, doing some tracks in 
Memphis, Tenn., and, of course, 
Paying a personal visit to the 
most oy of musical shrines, 
Graceland.
